WASHINGTON, D. C.—Italy’s ‘‘Hero of Two Worlds,” 
Giuseppe Garibaldi, who led his country’s fight for uni- 
fication 100 years ago, was hailed by speakers here as a 


“true champion of liberty.” 

Garibaldi, the noted Italian 
patriot, was honored by the Post 
Office Department at ceremonies 
marking the observance of the 
First-day sale of the Garibaldi 
“Champion of Liberty” 4 and 
8-cent stamps. 

The Order Sons of Italy in 
America assisted at the cere- 
monies held last month in the 
auditorium of the Department of 
the Interior. 

Supreme Venerable Joseph 
Gorrasi was among the speakers 
which included Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur E. Summerfield, 
Italian Ambassador Manlio Bro- 
sio and Under Secretary of State 
Livingston T. Merchant.

Senator Calabrese also pointed 
out that Italian-Americans are 
prominent in all parts of U. S. 
history and served with distinc- 
tion in World Wars I and II.

“Rejoice, therefore, Sons of 
Italy in America, in the glorious 
heritage bequeathed to you by 
our ancestors.

Senator Calabrese, who was 
instrumental in passage of an 
Ohio law making Columbus Day 
a legal holiday, urged lodge mem-

The United 
Kingdom of Italy was proclaimed 
on March 17, 1861. Our re-unifi- 
cation was achieved after some 
decades of political and military 
struggle and two major wars. 
Garibaldi was the leading popular 
hero and the fiercest fighter in 
this movement for Italian free- 
dom and unification — the Risor- 
gimento — stemming from the 
revolutionary tide which swept 
over Europe since 1848. 


“.. Very worthy of mention 
are also Garibaldi’s ties in the 
Western Hemisphere, where he 
spent over 15 years of his life. 
From 1836, to 1848 he fought in 


South America. As head of an - 


Italian Legion, he won the battles 
of Cerro and S. Antonio in the 
Spring of 1846, which brought 
to the independence of Uruguay. 
Because of his decisive victories 
for their freedom, The Uruguay- 
ans called him ‘El Heroe De Dos 
Mundos’ (the hero of two worlds.) 

The popularity and re- 
spect he enjoyed in the United 
States were later highlighted by 


_ President Abraham Lincolm him- 


‘self, who offered him a commis- 
sion in the American Army dur- 
ing the most difficult days of the 


Civil War. A new war against 
Austria was then being prepared 
and he could not accept, although 
he firmly and steadfastly sympa- 
thized with the Union and the 
cause of the abolition of slavery. 


Under Secretary of State Liv- 
ingston T, Merchant: 

. It is most appropriate 
that a ‘Champion of Liberty’ 
postage stamp he dedicated to 
this distinguished Italian patriot. 

“Garibaldi devoted most of his 
life to fighting for freedom. He 
richly deserves the name given 
to him — ‘The Hero -of Two 
Worlds.’ While in South America 
as a young man, this champion 
of liberty led a group of Italians 
to assist the people of those 
countries in obtaining independ- 
ence. Later, back in his native 
Italy, he continued to dedicate 
himself to the cause of freedom. 


“One hundred years ago his 
Expedition of 1,000 drove the 
Bourbons from Sicily, and by 
their courageous deeds inspired 
others to join in the struggle to 
realize his dream, the unification 
and independence of Italy. 


“Because of his determination 
to win: independence for his 
people this warrior for liberty 
was forced to leave Italy upon 
the fall of the short-lived Italian 
Republic in 1849. 

“The people of the United 
States are proud that he selected 
this country for his refuge. The 
house where he stayed on Staten 
Island is now the Garibaldi Mu- 
seum, and is a symbol of the 
historic bonds which bind the 
Italian and American peoples in 
common pursuit of the ideals of 
democracy ...”

This is the time of the~year when our thoughts turn 
to Christmas music. The audiophile will find his favorite 
record store stacked with Yuletide albums. Any number 
of these will make excellent holiday gifts. 


There are the old and the new,
